Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-3, in the reply filed on 
1 1/2/07 is acknowledged. 

A reading of the specification reveals the present invention may be directed to 
performing the Delvotest with bromthymol blue instead of the conventional pH indicator 
bromocresol purple. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Reinhartz. 

Reinhartz (EP 0 418 113) entitled "Microbiological Assay Kit and Method for 
Detecting Antibacterial Compounds" teaches on page 2 lines 16-19, the Delvotest for 
detecting penicillin G in milk. On page 3 lines 27 either bromocresol purple or 
bromcresol blue can be used in an assay to detect penicillin G in milk. 

All the features of the claims are taught by the above reference for the same 
function as claimed. 
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Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for bromthymol blue, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for the plethora of compounds as claimed. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

The entire scope of the claims has not been enabled because: 

1 . Quantity of experimentation necessary would be undue because of the large 
proportion of inoperative compounds claimed. 

2. Amount of direction or guidance presented is insufficient to predict which substances 
encompassed by the claims would work. 

3. Presence of working examples are only for a single specific substance and extension 
to other compounds has not been specifically taught or suggested. 

4. The nature of the invention is complex and unpredictable. 

5. State of the prior art indicates that most related substances are not effective for the 
claimed functions. 

6. Level of predictability of the art is very unpredictable. 

7. Breadth of the claims encompasses an innumerable number of compounds. 

8. The level of one of ordinary skill in this art is variable.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Each of the following applies in all occurrences. 

There are many instances of lack of antecedent basis in the claims, for example 
in claim 1 line 1, "the determination" and "the presence". In claim 1 "at least one 
substance that provides a solid state" reads on a volcano to a snow storm. In claim 1 
"characterized in that" may be intended to be "wherein". The preferred spelling is 
"bromthymol". 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not directed to the 
presently elected invention. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Langeveld (2006/0134725) may be a related patent. 

Langeveld (6,867,015) teaches detecting antibiotics.
